To which were added as a Funio, Mr. Carril the Queens Secretary, 
and Mr. Stefford, formerly Envoy at the Court of Spain, whom the King 
calied together as 2 Privy-Council, to adviſe with upon all-Emergencies: 
The Earl of Afeiford Prime Miniſter of State, being ſent to Kome fome- 
time before, partly to Negociate King Fames's Afﬀears at the Pope's 
Court, and partly to remove him from the Jealouſies of the /r:/h, who 
et that time wholly Monopolized this Prince's Ear and Favour, 

Thus things continued for a while, but Irelard being reduced ſome- 
time after, 'and the Scoriſh Hightanders Submitting, the Conrr of Sr. 
| Germain. was every day thronged with Gentlemen from thoſe Kingdoms, 
as well as from England; and then a proteſtant Party Þrgan to diltin» 
gviſh themſelves, and endeavorr to make an appearance at that Courr. 

The firſt carliderable ſtep they mate, was to. delire a Chappel from

made every Body believe that this Requeſt would be caſtly-granted, vet-it 
was politively denied, and Dr. Grervile obliged not only to retire from 
Court, but alſo from the Town of St, Germain to avoid the daily inſults of 
the priefts, and the dreaded Conſequences of the Jeelouſies with which 
they. pollc"t King 7ames's Court againſt him. Dr. Gorden, a Biſhop of

time of bis deſigned Deſcent from La Hogue, and after the Miſcarriage 
of that, wrote his Britain's juft Complaints ; Was his weekly News ſender 
and Projett Drawer ; yet this very Sir Fames Mountgomerie, who had done 
{uch great things, and run ſuch hazards for him, being obliged to fly to 
"rice, after making his eſcape from the Meſſengers Houſe, could nor 
obtain, by reaſon of his being a Proteſtant, any ſhare into that Prince's 
Favour ; was brow-beaten from the Court by Prieſts, daily upbraided 
with having been once in the Prince of Oranges Intersſt, and at laſt gbli- 
ped toretire to "ari;, where be dyed with the Melancholy ReileRions of 
ihe miſerable State bs brought himſelf into, 

The Earl of Laud:rdalc, tho a Papiſt, met with no better Fate than 
Sir James ; His Lady b:iog aProteſtant, and he an enemy to. the violenc

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Meaſures of the Court 44 was judged 'to be ſufficient Reaſon to exclude 

him from any fhare in the Government ; fo natural it is for all Bigots to 
hste every body that will not go to their height of Violence. This Gen- 
tleman heartily adviſed King Fames to put his. Aﬀairs into Proteſtants 
Hands, and recommended the Earl of Cl---», and the Nonjuring Biſhops 
in Ergland, and the Lord Home, Southerk and Sinclair in Scotland, as the 
fh:eſt Perſons to ſerve him, but his Advice was {o ill taken that he had 
his Lady ſeat to Englend not to return any more ; was himſelf forbid 
the Court, and reduced to a Penſion of one Hundred Piſtols per Annwn : 
He retired to Pars, end ſceing no probability of his Maſters changing 
bis Meaſures, died of Grief, One would have thought that his Brother, 
Mr, Flexarder /dairland, who on ſeveral Occaſions had behaved him- 
{cif very bravely in that Prince's Service, ſhould have bzen Pref:rred by 
in, yer he met with ſuch an Entertainment, that wanting Bread there, 
he was very glad to come to Erglard and make his Peace with the Go- 
yernment, whoſe Service he had Deſerted, having once had a Command 
in the Scors Guards under King Willie. | 

Sir Andrew Forrefter is another great Inſtance of King James's averſion 
to Proteſtants : This Gentleman ferved with all imaginable Zeal that 
Prince's [nterefts, when a Subject, and was the devoted Creature of his 
moſt Arbitrary Commands, when a King ; he ſuffered Impriſanment in the 
Tower for him at the time of his deſigned Deſcent,and yet notwithſtanding 
211 this, and the great Experience he had in-Scorzh Aﬀairs, he could ne- 
ver obtain any ſhare in that Prince*s Confidence ; When he came to St. 
Germain all his. Merits, Sufferings, and the good Charafter he had in both 
Kingdoms were not enough to Counter-ba!lance the Obj:Aion of being 
a Proteſtant, and therefore by no means to be Intruſted ; ſo that after 
ſome times Attendance, as a Cypher, he was rewarded with a Paſs to re- 
tyin to England, for they had there no occaſion for him; 

Sir. Fheopnilus Ogiethorp, who by his Capacity as well asiServices, wat 
encouraged to go over and offer his Aﬀfiſtance, met with Sir Audrew For- 
refler*s Fate upon account of his Religion ; and was fo unkindly uſed 
that he was very glad to ger home to Old England again, where tis ex: 
pefted he will plot no more. 

Mr. Fergus Graham was the only Proteſtant Gentleman in King Fames's 
Faqpily, but as ſoon as they faw that my Lord Preſton and Colonel Gra- 
bam his Brothers, who ventured ſo much for that Prince, could do them 
#2 more Service in Enylerd, be was diſcharged for no other reaſon, but

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that they thought a Proteſtant a Blemiſh in their Honſ:.hold, 

Nor was Sir Wifiam Sharp better uſed, altho he pretended to come 
over upon the Aft of Pariiament in Scoriand to fave his Eftate, for the 
Entertainment he 'had at St. Gormain before be came away is very well 
known, The penſion he had whilſt King 7ames's Army in Scotland kept 
up w3s taken from him, and he fell under dilcrufts, with Adelford and 
{mes, and contempt at Court, which will appear to all Reaſonable Men 
a Sufficient motive for his comi ng away. 

But the uſage of Dr. Cockburn, a Scotiſh Divine, is beyond any thing that 
can b2 imagined. This Gentkeman was Baniſhed Scotland for his pratti- 
ces 22inlc the Government, and afterwards being obliged to leave Eng 
land for writing of Pamphlets, thought himfelf ceure of a SanQtuary at 
ST, Germain, if not, of a Reward for his Services ; but inſtead of that he 
met wich the daily importunities of Priefts to ſnake him abandon his Re- 
ligion, and their endeavours proving vain, they then repreſented him as 
a dangerous perſon and got him ſent from Frarce, Helives now an Exile 
in Holland, both from &ritain and Frence.
